The Chinese offer may well 
coincide with the opening of the 
conference on Asian affairs in 
Geneva at the beginning of next 
week. It will be made to u 
group of 40 British businessmen 
specially invited by the East 
Berlin agency of the Chinese 
Foreign Trode Corporation. Some 
of the businessmen left today 
for East Berlin; the remainder 
will svon follow. 

Some of these businessmen 
were to go on to East Berlin 
Jast month, The journey was 
suddenly cancelled by a cable 
fom the Chinese agency while 
several of them were already at 
the London alrport. 

MODIFIED LIST 

It was then a question of con- 
cluding some deals within the 
framework of the two-way £30 
million trade arrangements made 
in Peking last Summer. It wos 
learned that since that time, the 
Chinese wanted 1o present a 
modified list of the goods they 
wanted to buy from Britain, It 
cnn now be stated on good au- 
thority that this list will be 
considerably extended to Include 
a wide range of manufactures 
from rolling stock to electrical 
equipment,

Despite a genius for under- 
statement, Mr Attlee cannot 
complotely suppress fhe roman- 
{iclsm of his remarkable career. 
That he should follow a 
triumphant Cnesar in 1945, and 
later find himself threatened 
from within by a burly Cassius 
from Wales, would inflame any 
normal man's sense of drama. 


But Mr Attlee, as a self- 
revelationist, is positively sub- 
normal, 


He learned praotical demo- 
eracy as the fourth son and the 
seventh child in a family of 
elght. There were many cousins 
ns well, and it js interesting to 
note a strong tendency for the 
girls to become missionaries and 
the boys to take to the law, It 
might be said that Clement 
Attlee had yearnings in both 
directions. 

But at Oxford he ‘was “far 
too shy to speak in the Union 
debates.” Over and over again 
in this modest book one finds 
the confession: “I wns painfully 
shy.” Even when he writles of 
Oxford he almost hides his real 
affection for it in the prim 
reticence of his language. 


Loved Poetry 


Yet, surprisingly, he loved 
poctry. Perhaps in the voluptu- 
ousness , of poctry he found 
release ~ from his .eelf-imposed 
restraint. Even when he took up 
the Inw he says no more than 
this; “I went into chambers in 
which Sir 7L F. Dickens, son 
of the novelist, was tho KC.” 


Did they ever discuss the 
Rrent DickensY Perhaps. . Per- 
haps not. Colonel Bramble's 
silences are nothing compared 
to those of ‘Mr Attlee.

He pays 
genuine tributes, however, to 
Stafford Cripps and Ernost 
Bevin, perhaps on the principle 
of praising men. when they are 
dead. : 


Yet, lacking warmth ond 
eloquence and - magnetism, 
Clement Attlee stands today as 
tho {ndestructlble leader of -.the

What is more, he stands bofore 
the nation and before history as 
nm man of honour and a man of 
courage - who has served his 
country selficasly and-with good

HERE are three big

These are the issue of 

secrecy, the issue of the 

veto, and the issue of

Let us look at the facts. 
After the war the 
Americans did not wish to 
share their atom sccrets 
with Britain. Equally Mr 
Attlee did not share his own 
A-secrets with his col- 
leagues. 


For the revelations made by 
Churchill about the secret agrec- 
ments fell on the Socialists as a 
most disagreeable surprise. 


Even senior ex-Ministers in 
Mr = Attlee's Cabinet) did not 
know what Mr Attice was doling. 
The New Statesman has sald 
that “Judging by the comment 
ot ex-Ministers after last Mon- 
day's debate it is doubtful 
whether even the Defence Com- 
mittee was inforined of the terms 
of the new {Attlee} agreement.” 


Certalnly Mr Strachey, a 
former War Minister, speaking 
wter Churchill, gave such 
u shaky exposition of the situa- 
lion that it seems unlikely he 
knew anything sbout cither the 
Quebec agreement or the subse- 
quent changes. 


So must of the Socialists had 
no conception of the © strong 
position, that Churchill had won 
for Britain in his wartime 
(scussions with the American 
President, 


They did not realise that 
under Clause I] of the agree- 
ment Britain and America had 
agreed not to use bomb 
against third parties without 
euch other's consent. 


MISLED? 


Y did not know that 

America had agreed to “full 
and effective interchange of 
information and ideas.” 


And thoy wero never informed 
of the modifications to that 
agreement made by Mr Attlee. 


Contrast this secrecy main- 
tained by the Soclalist leader 
im time of peace with Churchill's 
conduct in war. 


Mr Morrison told the Com- 
mons that “of course we were 
aware of it (the Quebec 
agreement], those of us who 
were entitled to know.” 


Now, presumobly after Inspect- 
ing the files, Mr Morrison says 
he was in crror and that the 
War Cabinet wos never informed 
nbout the agreement,  cither 
before or afterwards.

(Tube 
Alloys was the code name for 
atom bomb research). 


‘MOST SECRET 


@\AN) anyone expect = that 
Churchili would have men- 
toned this agreement on Tube 
Alloys in the cable if his col- 
leagues had not known what 
was meant by Tube Alloys? 


And can‘ anyone believe that 
following this cable the mem- 
bors of the War Cabinet (which 
included Mr Bevin and Mr 
Morrison) made no inquiry 
about the form of the ngree- 
ment when Churchill returned? 


It must be remembered that 
“Tube Alloys" was the most 
secret of scerct things, Maybe 
{t was considered wise to make 
no mention of the agreement 
even In the minutes of the War 
Cabinet. - 


The suggestion that Churchill 
did not inform his Cabinet 
colleagues about the agreement 
cannot bo sustained. .

Life Improved 

Life ln Teheran for Westera 
forigners, expecially British and 
Amerjean, improved considerably 
after General Fazloliah Zahedi

General ahedi, an army 
officer with a brilliant record for 
subduing stubborn — tribesmen 
and quashing local revolts, has 
applied his ability to the tough 
Job of keeping fran quict and 
law-abiding. 

Nowadays, Americans can 
drive home from their Embassy 
and offices without belng’ stoned 
or jerred at in the streets. 
Anti-British feelings are ¢x- 
pressed in newspaper columms, 
but not with brickbats. 

On the yellowing walls of the 
British Embassy: in — central 
Teheran, however, can be seen 
a long pinkish swathe of paint 
which obliterntes “Yankee fo 
home" slogans.
